Police seek answers with Operation Ongar 


Local officers working on Operation Ongar 
were present in Ramsey town centre on the 
28th of September, attempting to gather 
evidence in the case of Andrew Bedford, 
who was murdered twenty five years ago. 
On the same day in 1990, Andrew was last 
seen in Factory Bank, off Great Whyte, 
Ramsey, in a light blue Ford Cortina estate 
car eating some takeaway food, possibly fish 
and chips. Detectives believe he was killed 
later that evening with a shotgun at a garage 
called Mongrel Cars in Ramsey, which no 
longer exists. 

The officers were speaking to local people, 
handing out leaflets and putting up posters 
right across the town in a fresh appeal for 
information. 

Detective Chief Inspector Martin 
Brunning, from the Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit, said he believed answers 


still lie in the local community and 
urged people to come forward. 
Speaking on the 28th, he said: "Today marks 
a quarter of century of bereavement for 
Andrew's family and they are well overdue 
some answers." 

"I am convinced someone out there has 
information that could help this inquiry and 
provide the family with the closure they 
deserve. Our aim today is to speak to as 
many people in Ramsey as possible and get 
our appeal for information out to the whole 
community." 

"Unsolved murder cases are never closed 
and we will be doing everything in our 
power to find a resolution and bring anyone 
involved in Andrew's death to justice." 

In a message sent over the ecops online 
service, PCSO Lee Hurtley echoed his 
sentiments, saying "We believe answers still 
lie in the community and we would urge 


anyone to come forward." 

Operation Ongar was re-launched on 
the 10th of April by the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit to re-investigate the death of 
Andrew. 

In June, police announced they had 
discovered pieces of bone during a 
painstaking 13-day search in April on land 
off Stocking Fen Road, Ramsey. Later on, 
a man in his sixties was held on suspicion 
of conspiracy to commit murder, and had 
been bailed until September 30th.

Vara calls for review of 
Planet Ice fee increase 


Shailesh Vara MP has written to Mike 
Petrouis, Managing Director of Planet Ice 
in Peterborough, asking him to review the 
planned increase in fees for Figure Skating 
coaches. 

Planet Ice has recently changed the 
conditions under which the facilities can be 
used by figure skating coaches, substantially 
increasing their weekly rent to £300. As a 
result a number of coaches will find it not 
viable to continue to work at Planet Ice. A 
parking charge has also been introduced at 
times that will only affect figure skaters. 
Planet Ice is used by skaters of all abilities 
and ages and also by those with medical 
conditions such as Asperger's syndrome 
or Crohn's disease for whom the sport is 
of immense benefit. Mr Vara feels that the 
plans could have serious implications for 
both figure skaters and their coaches. 

Mr Vara has also written to Jennie Price, Chief 
Executive of Sport England, concerning the 
fee increase and asked her if there is any 
way in which Sport England can help local 
skaters. 

Mr Vara said: 

"I am very concerned about the changes 
made by Planet Ice. The increased fees will 
have a negative effect on Figure Skating 
in the area as we have a number of Figure 
Skaters set to compete at the British Cham¬ 



pionships later this year. This change in the 
rent will severely limit the chances of those 
hoping to compete at the event. 

"Access to sporting facilities, particularly for 
the young, so that people can pursue their 
interests and maintain healthy lifestyles is 
important. In the case of Figure Skating this is 
also something of immense benefit to those 
with medical conditions such as Asperger's 
syndrome or Crohn's disease. This move by 
Planet Ice may well lead to a reduction in the 
number of people taking part in the sport 
and I very much hope that there will be a 
review of the rent increase."

• where the kerb has been lowered to help 
wheelchair users and powered mobility 
vehicles 

• in front of an entrance to a property 

• on a bend 

• where you would obstruct use of cycle 
facilities except when forced to do so by 
stationary traffic

We are also 
fortunate to have an expert who comes and 
shows us new skills from time to time. 

Our meetings are full of fun, chatter, and 
achievement. We share ideas, thread, fabric 
and experience and an awful lot of laughter.

Patchwork and Quilting interest group leader. 






T he Patchwork and Quilting Group was 
formed as an activity group of the 
Ramsey and District U3a three years ago. 
There are now two classes, one for beginners 
who make a sampler quilt to learn the basic 
skills, and an advanced group who work 
on their own or group projects. Some hand 
sewing is needed but mostly we make our 
quilts using sewing machines. 

The word quilt seems to have come from the 
Latin word 'cutica' meaning cushion. Quilting 
usually means two layers of fabric with a thick 
padding sandwiched between them all held 
together with lines of stitching. Its popularity 
has waxed and waned with fashion or need. In 
the 20 th century the craft was 'rediscovered' 
and is still a very popular hobby with women 
and many men. 

Patchwork and Quilting consists of two 
separate skills as the name suggests. 
Patchwork involves choosing fabric and a 
pattern, cutting and stitching the pieces 
together until they make a block then joining 
the blocks together to make a quilt top. 

The front of the quilt is always the best 
side but sometimes the back of the quilt is 
made up of more than one fabric too. After 
sandwiching the quilt together the second 
skill is used. Quilting! This can be easy straight 
stitch or fancy stitching or free motion 
stitching. The choice is endless so no two 
quilts are ever the same. 


Haynes' Avro Shackleton Manual 

set to fly off bookshelves as it prepares for launch this month 



Aviation and history enthusiasts are in for a 
real treat this month as Haynes prepares to 
launch its latest title, the Avro Shackleton 
Manual. 

'The Growler', 'The Old Grey Lady', 'Ten 
thousand rivets flying in close formation', 'The 
contra-rotating Nissen Hut' and 'The Lovely 
Old Beast' are just a few of the nicknames the 
Avro Shackleton has been blessed with over 
the years. They were all terms of endearment 
given to her by various crew members 
appreciative of a truly great aircraft. 

With a design lineage that stretches back 
to the legendary Avro Lancaster and 
its successor the Avro Lincoln, the Avro 


Shackleton has a distinguished parentage. 
First entering service with the RAF in 1951 
and serving for 40 years in many roles, the 
last flying Shackletons were finally withdrawn 
from service in 1991. 

The Shackleton served in numerous theatres 
with the Royal Air Force and in particular, with 
Coastal Command. Its initial primary role was 
long-range maritime reconnaissance and 
anti-submarine warfare but the flexibility 
of the airframe and its crew permitted the 
aircraft to undertake a variety of 'other' 
roles. These include trooping flights into 
Cyprus, providing humanitarian aid to Agadir, 
Morocco after the earthquake of 1960, relief 
flights to Belize after damage from Hurricane 
Hattie in October 1961 and to Cuba after 
Hurricane Florida in October 1963. Finally, the 
Shackleton provided a stop-gap solution to 
the Airborne Early Warning problems of the 
Cold War when Soviet reconnaissance aircraft 
regularly tested the airborne defences of 
the UK. This 'stop-gap' solution lasted a 
mere 6,848-days; until the Shackleton was 
eventually replaced by the Boeing E-3D 
Sentry AEW1 in 1991. 


A total of 185 Shackletons were originally 
constructed. While there are currently no 
airworthy Shackletons anywhere in the 
world, the centrepiece of the Avro Shackleton 
Manual is the Shackleton Preservation Trust's 
Shackleton MR2, WR963, currently under 
restoration at Coventry Airport. Before being 
purchased by the Shackleton Preservation 
Trust (SPT), WR963 first flew as an MR2 
(Maritime Reconnaissance) aircraft and 
entered service with the RAF's 224 Squadron 
in October 1954. She was later converted to 
an AEW2 (Airborne Early Warning), flying with 
8 Squadron until the end of the Shackleton 
era in 1991. To date, work on WR963 has 
continued apace and the aircraft regularly 
exercises her four engines for the public - 
providing that unique and spectacular Griffon 
roar! There are even plans for the aircraft to 
taxi under around Coventry airport under her 
own Rolls-Royce Griffon-power. However, the 
ultimate goal for the SPT Team is to return 
WR963 to the air. 

This manual, written by air-to-air 
photographer and aerospace journalist 
Keith Wilson, provides a wonderful insight 
into the design, construction, operations 
and restoration of this classic piston-engine 
warbird. 

Keith has flown in Shackletons on a variety of 
sorties. In addition to his own experiences, he 


provides fascinating first-hand accounts from 
three major contributors including Squadron 
Leader (Retired) Mike Rankin who recalls 
his initial pilot training on the Shackleton, 
before operating the aircraft within Coastal 
Command around the world, including his 
experiences on the Christmas Island nuclear 
tests in 1958. Operational activities have 
been recalled by Squadron Leader (Retired) 
John Cubberley who served aboard all three 
marks of Shackletons, and he accumulated 
around 4,000 hours in the 'fighting' part of 
the aircraft - controlling and co-ordinating 
the crew in the main cabin who operated 
the extensive variety of equipment carried. 
Finally, Druid Petrie, a former RAF technician 
with a wealth of hands-on experience on the 
'Growler', who served with 8 Squadron for 
the last 8 I /2 years of its operational career at 
RAF Lossiemouth on the Shackleton AEW2 
aircraft. 

Such is the affection held for the venerable 
old Shackleton, that she even has her own 
association, with an aptly-named website 
atwww.thegrowler.org.uk. 

As well as providing close-up views of the 
Shackleton inside and out, it is also packed 
with more than 300 archive and air-to-air 
photographs, many of which are previously 
unpublished, plus a range of original RAF 
technical illustrations.

Cromwell Nurse Nat is back from helping 
out a cat charity on the Greek island of 
Skiathos. There are hundreds of stray cats 
who desperately need help from Skiathos 
Cat Welfare Association. The charity work 
tirelessly feeding, treating, neutering and 
rehoming the cats where possible. Nat went 
over to Greece last month with hundreds 
of pounds worth of food and medication 
kindly donated by our staff and wonderful 
clients. And it made such a difference! They 
were put straight to good use with the two 
cat populations - the friendly strays in the 
town and the true ferals outside (who are 
much harder to manage). 



Sadly there wasn't always a happy ending. 
Nat arrived at the charity to find a kitten she 
had nursed back to health from cat flu last 
year was gravely ill again. Little Calista (which 


Like all other European countries Greece 
don't have Veterinary Nurses as we do in 
the UK, so Nat's skills were hugely valuable 
to the charity. For 3 of the days Nat was in 
Skiathos she was joined by Vet Inez, from 
Holland. With Nat's help, Inez neutered 67 
cats in those 3 days! And in total the Vet 
neutered 104 cats in her 10 day visit, bringing 
the charity's total since 2005 to over 5000 
cats! Nat and the Vet also carried out a leg 
amputation on one the "Bakery cats", his old 
injury had left him unable to use his back leg 
and now there were sores all over causing 
him more discomfort. In 15 minutes and 
with basic veterinary equipment, the team 
managed to amputate his useless leg and 
he was ready to face the world again 4 hours 
later!

In October we are staging an open meeting 
to hear and watch Penny Allen doing her 
flower arranging. All welcome. 

Ramsey Abbey - On the 3rd September 
we held our 'Members Afternoon' which 


coincidently was the 76th Anniversary of 
the start of the Second World War. The hall 
was decorated with Union Jack bunting and 
flags, each member was presented with a 
Red/White/Blue Lei. Members and friends 
brought items to lookat including a Globe of 
Germany which had been on a table outside 
Hitler's Headquarters in Berlin during the 
War, Ruth Shorrock brought some war-time 
memorabilia (courtesy of The Ramsey Rural 
Museum) and there was of course a tin of 
Spam. Sponge cakes and rock cakes were 
made to authentic war-time eggless recipes 
and were served on Union Jack plates and 
serviettes. 

Several members and one husband shared 
their childhood memories of the War. 
Richard Mann reminded us of food rationing 
but he could never remember being hungry. 
He remembered the supplements including 
orange juice, malt, cod liver oil and milk at 
school. However, he had read recently that 
Fish & Chips were not rationed. Betty White 
became a WRNS, she remembers watching 
'dog fights' overhead. She took a course to 
become a fully qualified coder and passed 
with a high pass mark. Betty also told us that 
at 18 she felt very daring and worldly going 
into a pub for a glass of shandy which cost 
6d (21/2 p). Joan Pitkin wanted to join the 
land army girls but ended up joining the ATS 
under 21's instead. 

Margery Pickworth gave a different slant on 
the War, she remembers losing her mother 
through illness at this time, her father 
worked at Fulham Power Station. The three 
sisters became evacuees but were very 
unhappy and home-sick as they were not 
placed together. Eventually a decision was 
taken to place them back with their father 
and she can still remember running into her 
father's outstretched arms. Stella Mann told 
us that her mother was in the Parish Church 
of Kegworth when a lady with a very small 
child asked if there was any local accommo¬ 
dation, there was none so Stella's mum took 
them home to her 2 bedroom bungalow 


for the night. Dorothy and David stayed for 
the next 2 years plus. This was the start of 
a friendship that lasted many years after the 
War. 

Winnie Tinkler was five when the War 
started she told us she lived on an arable 
small holding in Warboys and that they were 
allocated Italian prisoners of war who used 
to call her bambino. One day one knocked 
on the front door and presented her with a 
small weaved basket that he had made for 
her, she still has it to this day. Joan Ponting 
also lived on a small-holding in Bury, they 
kept chickens, pigs, geese and ducks. One 
day her mother took her into Ramsey to see 
what damage a bomb had done, which had 
been dropped near the Methodist Church 
and the building opposite, killing Colin 
Campbell. Another bomb was dropped 
near Station and Whytefield Roads but no 
one was hurt. Pam Linnington was out with 
her classmates on a nature walk when a lone 
German plane flew low over and opened 
fire, luckily no one was hurt. 

We then had a 'sing-a-long' with Frank 
Hopkins taking us through some old 
favourites including three comical ditties 
which had us holding our sides with laughter. 
'The Medal for Bravery' was presented to 
Richard Mann for standing in front of a hall 
full of women to tell his story. Frank Hopkins 
was given 'The Ramsey Star' for entertaining 
us with such funny songs and lastly Alan 
McMillan 'The Medal of Honour' for taking 


the photos and his suffering during the 
planning of this event by his wife Doreen. 

Ramsey St. Mary's - Along with other 
community volunteers members manned 
the NAAFI at the 1940's weekend raising 
funds for themselves, The Camp and other 
local Ramsey groups. At times the queues 
seemed never ending but spirits were high 
and the team worked well going through 
120 loaves of bread (kindly donated byTesco 
Ramsey), 8 kilos of margarine and copious 
amounts of spam! 

Wl Day - 16th September - was celebrated 
in style with a celebration of all things Wl. 
This special centenary meeting was open 
to the community and other local WIs. The 
evening commenced with members sharing 
their crafts, skills and interests with the 
guests. A variety of displays were on offer 
including card making, blogging, knitting, 
line dancing, Dorset Button making, the 
Sealed Knot and a table of items made by 
members at meetings over the years. 

Before the obligatory cake Sean Moyses 
entertained the audience with his expertise 
on the banjo. He played a selection of music 
ranging from classical to rock. The evening 
ended by Sean playing an antique banjo 
brought by an audience member. The 
performance was particularly moving as the 
banjo had been passed down through the 
gentleman's family and he had never heard 
it played, in the forty years he had had it in 
his possession, until that night.

Last Night of the Proms 


The Last Night of the Proms, organised by the 
Rotary Club of Ramsey will take place at Ramsey 
Abbey College on Saturday 24th October at 
7.30pm to listen to the Royal Air Force Wyton 
Voluntary Band under its conductor Graham 
Sheldon. 

The RAF Wyton Area Voluntary Band is one of 
8 voluntary bands within the RAF that provide 
essential music support to the RAF and local 
communities.The Band is based in Cambridge¬ 
shire and is a group of enthusiastic volunteer 
musicians from the East of England catchment 
area of RAF Wyton, RAF Henlow, RAF Marham, 
and RAF Wittering. 

This year will be a special event celebrating the 
75th anniversary of the Battle of Britain. The 
programme will be varied and include music 
relevant to the anniversary but as always will 
include traditional Last Night of The Proms 
pieces - The Hornpipe, Jerusalem and Land of 
Hope & Glory. 

The first Proms was organised by Ramsey 
Rotary in 1985, the band was the Ransome and 
Maries, who played for two consecutive years.

2011 the Royal Air Force Wyton Voluntary Band 
were engaged and have performed each year 
since. Over the years thousands of pounds 
have been raised for chariety through these 
popular concerts. 

The RAF Wyton Area Voluntary Band was 
originally formed in 1955 by Flight Sergeant 


John Gordon. In addition to volunteers from 
almost every trade in the Royal Air Force, the 
Band has amongst its regular members, instru¬ 
mentalists from the Royal Navy, the Army, the 
MoD Civil Service and the local community, 
with every member giving up their own time 
to play in the Band.

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Statutory Sick Pay (SSP) 


You are entitled to SSP 
if you have a Contract of 
Employment. 

In order to receive sick pay you must: 

Be sick for four consecutive days that 
includes bank holidays and weekends. 
This is called the 'Period of Incapacity for 
Work' (PIW). 

Earn at least as much as the Lower Earnings 
Limit for National Insurance contributions 
(NIC). 

The weekly rate for SSP is £88.45 and is 
paid up to 28 weeks. 

When does an employer have to pay 
sick pay? 

There are certain rules an employer must 
follow before sick pay is paid. 

If you are unable to work owing to sickness 
or injury, you must inform your Employer 
as soon as possible on your first day of 
absence, giving the date you expect to be 
able to work again. 

You do not receive sick pay on the first 
three full days of sickness unless the 
period of sickness forms what are called 
linking periods. These are two periods of 
sickness of at least four consecutive days 
that were taken with eight weeks or less 
between them. In this case the periods of 
sickness would be counted as one. 

If the sickness absence lasts up to 7 
calendar days, you must complete a 
self-certification form stating the dates 


and reason for your sickness absence. This 
is an efficient way for employers to track 
the sickness of their employees that don't 
take more than seven days off sick in one 
qualifying period. 

If you are absent for more than 7 calendar 
days, an employer will ask for proof of an 
illness in the form of a fit note from your 
doctor. 

Sick pay is worked out on a daily rate that 
covers any qualifying days. 

Most employers will have clear details on 
your entitlement for sick leave otherwise 
the SSP gov UK has all the relevant 
information.

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What to do with your garden in autumn? 


Welcome to this month's special feature: 
The Home fir Gardens Guide! Hopefully, 
you can pick up a few tips and tricks, as 
well as find a local shop or business you 
can trust with your home or garden. 


F or many of us, autumn has come as 
something of a shock. Indeed, most 
are still unsure as to whether it is 
really here or not. I for one cannot 
remember the last time I saw an April 
shower in September! 

As an avid gardener, I always worry about 
change of seasons. Although I have 
never had a talent as a vegetable grower 



(I am extremely proud of my three plum 
tomatoes I managed several years ago), I 
take some pride in being able to change 
and tidy the flower beds. However, when 
starting out my lack of experience lead to a 
few early failures, and plenty of replanting 
mishaps! 

Generally, early autumn is the time to get 
your plants under cover. We are expecting 
the first frosts in the next few months, and 
it is far easier to scrape the ice from your 
windscreen than it is to protect your plants 
from the ravages of Jack Frost! Also, if you 
are planning on planting evergreens or 
conifers, make sure you get them in before 
these come and sun is still warming the 
soil. 

These weather issues will continue into the 
winter, with wind and rain to be expected 
alongside the occasional bout of sunshine. 
It is a good idea to keep your lawns and 


paths under control, as wet leaves can 
keep your patio slippery. Later on, this 
detritus will make excellent compost for 
growing and maintaining in your garden 
at winter. It can also be a good time to 
trim those hedges, and many guides 
will suggest removing the dead stems 
from any perennials, as you can leave the 
seed-heads for birds to eat. 

Later on, you can start to look towards 
your flower beds. Tulips in particular have 
been known to thrive in this season, while 
replanting is much easier once some of the 
larger shrubs and bushes after they have 
lost their leaves. For a splash of extra colour 
in amongst the orange and yellow, try 
adding a crab apple tree. If you are running 
out of room azaleas and ornamental 
climbers will provide dazzling shades in 
the coming months, although it's a little 
late to get them planted now! 

Hopefully, these few tips will help you keep 
your garden looking splendid this autumn, 
and will give you a few ideas for next year!

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New Ramsey Brand launched 


A fter months of consulting with local 
people, a new brand designed for 
Ramsey was launched on National 
Heritage Open Day in the Town Centre. 

The new brand, which is designed to 
reflect Ramsey as a whole, was designed in 
consultation with the residents of Ramsey, 
alongside local heritage groups, volunteer or¬ 
ganisations and businesses. Intended to reflect 
the ambience of the area and the aspirations 
of the town, the artwork is currently being 
displayed in almost all independent local 
shops, with bunting and leaflets to be seen 
across many windows. 

According to those responsible for the brand, 
Ramsey is perceived by it residents to be 
traditional, friendly and full of history, but 
many feel the town has yet to achieve its full 
potential. The design itself has a friendly but 
smart feel, and offers great flexibility with a 
variety of colours and pictures available, and 
with many more anticipated as local heritage 
groups have already shown considerable 
interest. 

The tagline itself, “Open for Discovery”, is mul¬ 
ti-layered, echoing the openness of the town, 
its people and the uniqueness of the landscape, 
while conveying that there is much to see and 
many reasons to visit. It is hoped that this new 
brand will be a beacon for visitors, promoting 
the town and enticing them to come and see 
the attractions that they have yet to experience. 
We were fortunate enough to sit down with the 
Promotions Officer for The Promoting Ramsey 
Project, Ann Cuthbert, to get a behind the 


scenes look at the new brand and how it came 
about. 

RWR: Ann, tell us a little about your role as 
Promotions officer? 

The aim of my job is to get the message of 
our history and great heritage attractions 
to a wider audience and appeal to tourists to 
come and visit the area. I will be looking at 
some new events over the next year, so that 
we enhance what is happening already and 
give new visitors a reason to come. A logo is 
a nice visible sign representing Ramsey, and it 
shows the personality of the town, and the way 
we have shown that is by asking the people of 
Ramsey what it means to them. 

RWR: So, just to start things off, why do we 
need to re-brand Ramsey? 

Ann Because, there is not one brand that 
represents the town, there are many brands. 
So, the Ramsey Million Partnership thought it 
would be a good idea to bring all the brands 
under one umbrella and have one brand that 
represents the whole town and the villages. 
From that, we could get a website that 
represents the town. You can’t have a good 
town website without a good brand, so brand 
first, website second. 

RWR: Talk me through the brand, how did it 
come about? 

Ann We ran focus groups, internet mood 


boards, and consulted with all age groups. 
I spoke to different age groups so that we 
ensured it was a representative sample of the 
ages within the town. I asked them what the 
town meant to them, and then we collated all 
those results together and had a good look 
at what the town is to people and where it 
could be. A third of the people I spoke to were 
involved with heritage, a third were in business 
( as obviously we hope visitors would add to 
the local economy) and a third were from the 
community because it’s the people that make 
the area really special. 

RWR: And what were the results? 

Ann What was interesting, was that the 
difference between the 13-17 year olds and 
the older people was actually very slim, they 
do actually seem to see things pretty much 
the same way. It was rural, heritage, history, 
openness, friendliness. More than anything 
else, people said we should make more use of 
our heritage. We then chose a design agency, 
after a rigorous process, who then presented 
three different brands, one of which was voted 
upon unanimously by the Steering Group for 
the project. 

RWR: What insight can you give us into the 
design? 

Ann It is important that it is flexible in terms 
of colour and in terms of application, so that, 


if they wish, heritage groups, businesses and 
community groups can use it. It will also 
make things easier when people come to put 
their information on the town website, which 
is coming soon! 

RWR: Why do you think the brand is it 
important? 

Ann: Without the brand and logo, how do 
you get your message out there? If we have a 
brand for the town, and a good website, and 
then show all the good things about the town, 
and market those, a by-product of that is that 
people in the town may see Ramsey as a tourist 
would. I think if you get a nice brand and a 
good website, then the community, when they 
look at that, will feel proud of where they live. 
RWR: So let me ask you, what do you think are 
the best qualities of Ramsey? 

Ann: Something that is amazing about 
Ramsey is that there are loads of volunteers, 
there really are! I think it is a place that is rich 
in heritage, has an awful lot going on, and 
I think there is a very good community feel 
to Ramsey and the villages. Because we are a 
long way from A-roads, because we have only 
one secondary school, that does give a unique 
sense of community and I think that makes the 
town special.

The Weir in Warboys 

In Warboys one of the historic locations 
is the village pond, The Weir, on the High 
Street. This has had many purposes, 
including baptisms, over the years, and 
lately its main use has been for fishing 
for the youths of Warboys in the summer 
holidays and at Christmas it is the centre of 
the Christmas Lights in the village. 

The Weir has had a fortune of rate payers 
money spent on it over the years, new 
fencing, repairs to walls, fancy lamp-posts 
for hanging baskets, notices banning the 
feeding of ducks, a campaign to get rid 
of the ducks, and a fortune in Christmas 
lights and Christmas tree decorations. 

Well it has all changed, the water level in 
the Weir has dropped by significantly, and 
what little water that is left is full of weed 
and the whole area smells of rotten eggs 
when the weather is warm. There are still 
a significant number of fish in the Weir 
but there is hardly enough water to cover 
them. 

No doubt it will be all blamed on the hot 
summer or the dry weather and that is 
total rubbish, it has survived far worse 
conditions in the past and not dried up. 
But nobody seems to care, all that appears 
to have been done is for the parish council 
to put up notices banning fishing and no 
doubt they have had lots of meetings. If

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BOOK REVIEW

This is a moving account of an insight into 
someone's 'inner hell'. This unique story line 
is almost unbelievable. The reader will find 
it hard to imagine being unable to move or 
even speak. 

He was known by few as the patient 'who 
can't do much'. Even he describes himself as 
a plant pot, a turtle retreating into his shell 
and nothing more than a fixture whenever 
he went to stay in care. 

It's a heartbreaking reminder that people 
around the world either have this condition 
or experience similar tortures. But what 
makes this book really hit home is the fact 
that he is fully aware of his surroundings 
when everyone, including his family, are 
starting to give up on him and think there 
is no chance for him to return to the boy he 
was. 

His account of his treatment in care is a 
mixture of good and bad memories. He 
never experienced malicious abuse but did 
feel that some of the carers who worked with 
him were not cut out for the job. However, 
he goes on to explain that many people who 
encountered him on a daily basis were either 
ignorant to his condition or had been given 
wrong information about him. 

As he couldn't talk or move, he began to 
watch people and honed his skills on being 
able to read each individual carefully. By 
listening all the time, he was able to pick up 


on things very quickly and overhear conver¬ 
sations; some of which he would rather not 
have heard. He recalls, 'I've come to know 
that there are three topics that women will 
turn to again and again in conversation:Their 
husbands, who are often a disappointment; 
their children, who are usually wonderful; 
and their weight which is always too high'. 
The power of speech shouldn't be taken 
for granted. Pistorius mentions that using 
a device to communicate with words is 
like his 'own personal Mount Everest and 
to think [he] might soon conquer them is 
almost unimaginable'. He was an intelligent 
man inside a useless body, he had things he 
needed to control; his anger for example, at 
the way things worked out, and his very own 
sanity which he needed to keep in check if 
he was going to recover from this. He had 
years to perfect this which only makes this 
biography even more of a compelling read. 
This book is written very well with the 
imagery and adjectives very well placed. 
The flow of the story is quite straight forward 
and in some ways is repetitive, but in others 
the story moves forward to a happier place. 
Throughout, Pistorius is primarily in a positive 
frame of mind despite the misfortune that 
has befallen him and he latches on to that 
thread of hope; continuously waiting for 
someone to realise that he is worth saving.

A lover of classic fantasy, there seems to be 
no end to Rossi's talents, especially when it 
comes to the first book in this young adult 
trilogy. 

Aria is a sheltered being who is well used 
to advanced, yet virtual surroundings. 
Spending all her life in a bubble, she 
partakes in simulations which she is told 
are 'better than real'. On another plain, the 
Outside is an unforgiving place to live and 
Perry has more worries than one should bear 
for a man as young as him. His attempt to 
break into Aria's world gets them both into 
a new kind of trouble and it starts a series of 
events which will either lead to salvation or 
destruction for mankind. 

Cast out to die, Aria must learn to survive the 
harsh landscape quickly, because the 'Aether 
storms' won't wait for her to adjust. 

It is hard not to get swept away with the 
descriptive content. Rossi describes Perry 
as Aria perceives him; a monster with sharp 
teeth and a ragged exterior. But as Aria 
gets to know him, the observations start 
to become a lot less savage and a romance 
ensues. 

If you like dystopian elements with a mix 
of fantasy, then Under the Never Sky is the 


book for you. If reading about heightened 
senses and mystical powers aren't the right 
sort of themes for you, then there are also 
futuristic and romance themes which could 
possibly heighten your interests instead. 

All in all, Rossi has created a story with an 
inviting front cover, engaging characters, 
clarity of plot, a great narrative and a 
fantastic starting block for what is to come 
next.

'Cracks have started to appear in our 
friendship and the quiet rumblings of 
discontent that were much easier to escape 
in London have begun to grow louder'. 

The Lie is a story about a seemingly harmless 
and exciting holiday between four friends, 
which turns into a situation where people 
who you thought were close, can easily turn 
against you. 

Filled with the threat of death around every 
corner, Jane thinks she has escaped the 
worst part and has managed to get her life 
back to some essence of normality. That is 
until she gets a chilling reminder of her past. 
Can she really get over what happened, 
or is there someone who will always keep 
digging up the past? 

The structure is very well thought out. 
Instead of keeping the narrative to one place 
in time, the tenses float from past to present, 
giving us snippets of what happened, whilst 
retaining a mystical element with clear-cut 
pros. 

In terms of characterisation, Jane is the ideal 
person to use in a traumatic situation like this. 
She grows as a person, starting off as a girl in 


her mid 20's - whose day to day happenings 
consist of hating her boss and partying until 
the early hours - to years later, where she has 
altered her lifestyle for the better. All in all, 
Jane is the reliable character you need in this 
instance and doesn't become boring, which 
comes as a relief as hers is the only view 
point in the book. 

Allowing the plot to become believable, it 
almost parallels that of The Beach by Alex 
Garland, in the way that in the search for a 
utopia, there can be a catalyst which can 
turn from a tranquil setting into something 
of a more sinister nature. 

Taking you through the processes of cult 
initiation, poisoned minds and betrayal, 
Taylor will have you gripping the edges of 
the book, dreading what will happen next. 
It's a story of unpredicta¬ 
bility in its rawest form.

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CCC financial future 
remains uncertain 


Training with our Fitness 
Competition Winner 


Cambridgeshire County Council 
is facing financial challenges on 
a scale never seen before, with 
cuts required at higher levels of 
government and many projects 
desperately crying out for their 
attention. 

Cambridgeshire's population is 
growing rapidly, which means 
more people require the Council's 
services. Forecasts suggest the 
population will grow by 25% in 
the next 20 years. Along with this, 
there is a predicted increase in 
people with complex needs. The 
number of people aged over 85 
years is predicted to grow by 21% 
in the five years between 2015 
and 2020 and this will continue to 
grow. This group are more likely 
to need our services, particularly 
high cost services like residential 
care and home care. 

The council will also have to pay 
inflation to the agencies that 
provide care for people. This has 
been kept very low for several 
years now and these providers 
are now struggling. They also 
face new pressures from the 
government's proposed 'living 
wage' scheme, which will be 
introduced as many of its staff are 


low earners that will have to be 
paid at this rate. 

However, while these employees 
pay is set to rise, the council itself 
will be receiving fewer and fewer 
funds. There is set to be a year on 
year decrease in funding, with the 
council expecting only around £3 
for every £5 they currently spend, 
and will be expected to maintain 
a similar level of service. 

The council have been 
responding to this challenge, 
with certain actions designed to 
make the council more efficient 
over the past few years having 
resulted in it now being a very 
'lean' organisation. 

Divisions and teams have been 
merged, while some council 
services have been shared with 
those in other areas. Office space 
has also been reduced and, where 
it remains, the vast majority of 
staff do not have an assigned 
desk but have to share space and 
use 'hot desks'. Staff are working 
'remotely' much more than they 
used to by using computers at 
home 

According to council documen¬ 
tation, "there has been a move 
away from providing services 



that are classed as being for 
everyone to access (universal), to 
services targeted at those that 
are most vulnerable and in real 
need". However, there is a caveat 
that suggests while the number 
of people in this group is growing, 
the council is struggling to meet 
the new demand. Tough choices 
will have to be made in the coming 
months if the county council is 
to maintain its current levels of 
service.

It is our pleasure to introduce Sam Palmer, 
a long-standing Ramsey resident and 
Graduate Sports Therapist with a clinic 
currently operating out of Peterborough. 
Each month, Sam will be describing a 
common sporting injury, and finding ways 
to speed up recovery and prevent any future 
issues. So, with no further ado I shall pass 
this one back to Sam. 


What do you know about PFPS? 



With over 2 million regular adult runners 
according Sport England's 2015 statistics, 
running has become one of the fastest 
growing activities in England. However, 
with an increase in the numbers of novice 
runners, there is also an inevitable glut of 
running related injuries. A worryingly high 
proportion of runners will ignore their 
running pain, as it's "not a major issue" or 
"it'll probably go away on its own". This 
attitude, while common amongst even 
the most experienced runners, can be 
detrimental and lead to a longer recovery 
time, especially as many injuries are easily 
prevented with early intervention. 

My aim is to help runners to avoid common 


running injuries, in this instance Patel- 
lofemoral Pain Syndrome (PFPS), otherwise 
known as Runner's Knee. PFPS is among the 
most frequent of conditions which I treat in 
myclinicand iscaused bythepooralignment 
of the kneecap, which increases the friction 
on the femur, and can in turn wear down the 
cartilage on the back of the kneecap. PFPS 
usually presents with an aching pain under 
the kneecap, which is often aggravated by 
going up and down the stairs, prolonged 
sitting, and squats. Occasionally patients will 
feel as if the knee "buckles" or "gives-way" 
and may experience some mild swelling. 

So what do we do about it? The first step 
is to relieve pain and reduce inflammation, 


meaning that 2-3 days of rest and ice are 
necessary. After which we need to deal 
with the cause of the malalignment. This 
usually an issue with muscular tightness or 
weakness. The two most commonly found 
problems are an imbalance between the 
quadriceps muscles with a stronger pull on 
one side of the kneecap, or a weakness in 
the gluteal muscles, allowing the knee to 
"fall in" when running. My main recommen¬ 
dation would be a rehabilitation program 
targeting the gluteal and quadriceps muscle 
groups including resistance band side 
steps, bridging, lateral leg raises, squats and 
resisted knee extension. Accompany this 
with regular stretching and foam rolling and 
cutback the mileage initially, with a gradual 
increase in training, no more than 10% per 
week. Follow these steps and you should be 
pain free within a few weeks. 

Now that's all very well, but in my book 
prevention is better than a cure, and in most 
cases this is very easy to achieve. Prevention 
is largely similarto rehabilitation;a good core 
program including planks, bridges, resisted 
side steps and squats should be enough to 
keep it at bay if completed once or twice a 
week. Combine this with good stretching 
after runs and sensible progressions in your 
training and you will improve your chances 
of avoiding not only PFPS but a whole host 
of other injuries as well.

We were later informed they had raised

Arriving slightly late to this long-standing 
Ramsey restaurant, I was expecting to miss all 
the action.
